Such a person is doomed for an 
unhappy life. Expecting to be on the receiving end of all things 

that is the personality of many people, 

scorning, chips on both shoulders. ` What a disposition! And yet, 
how often we hear the words “I am a Christian". Yes, there are 
those who apparently take a delight, a personal delight, in in- 
sulting those about them. In the book of Jumes, we find the fol- 
lowing words, “What does it profitymy brethren, if a man says 
he has faith but has not works. Can his faith save him?" and 
then turning to I John 3: 18th. verse, “My little children, let us 
not love in word, neither in tongue; but in deed and in truth. 
Such an attitude as that described above is certainly not in accord 
with the teaching of the Holy Scriptures. You don't love by 
casting insults. You don't love by an attitude of selfishness. You 
don't love and at the same time be filled with conceit, These 
things simply.do not mix witk love. They are not compatible 
and by no stretch of the imagination can we make them so. Christ 
went about doing deeds of kindness, having compassion on the 
weak and lowly, healing the sick and offering encouragement to 
those about him. Nowhere de we find that help was given by 
acts of conceit. "If-& brother or sister be naked, and destitute 
of daily food, and one of you say unto them, Depart in peace, be 
ye warmed and filled; notwithstanding ye give them not those 
things which are needful to the body; what doth it profit?” 

Are we growing in Christian Service. One writer has said 
"The American people are so inclined to big deeds with out al- 
ways going into the heart of the matter, this blown-up idea of 
service easily leads one away from evangelical emphasis upon 
the great mercy of God who in Christ redeems us and makes us 
citizens of his Heavenly Kingdom to an “I deserve it” attitude by 
which we try to crash the gates of God’s house, though invited 
to come in that way. “Love,” says the apostle, “is not puffed up." 
The New Testament teaches that Service is an expression of. 
thankfulness for salvation and for all of God's mercies to us”. „>
